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eſteem and uſe in divine things it was of old amongſt the Jews, ;1 
the 6criptures give account. Under the Goſpel, we have bot the fi 
Example of our Saviour at his laſt Supper, and the command 1 
the Apoſtles for finging : And accordingly in all Ages fince it hath 
been practiſe d by Chriſtians : To fing praiſes to God is an Angels i 
Office, it is a Taſte of the firſt Fruits of Heaven-whilſt we are on 1 


Earth, it becomes Inſtrumental to the celebrating of the Praiſe of 
Almighty God, the Author of Being, Order, and Harmcny. Tis 
true the melody of a devout Heart is that which is moſt pleaſant 4 
in the Ears of God, without which all other Mufick is but Jarr abt 
and Diſcord ; yet when both are well united, the Conſort is more W 
full, and the Affections more eaſily excited. Heaven it ſelf is 15
